ARGENTINA NOW A 


|TUNG COMEPITOR, 


COLMER THINKS 

WASHINGTON—Rep. Colmer (D- 
Miss) said it appears that “Argentina 
has become another competitor wiit. 
the American grower for the domestic 
consumption of tung oil.” 

The Mississippi congressman ‘told € 
press conference that the Treasury De 
partment had advised him it found 
evidence that the South American 
country has not imported any tung oil 
in recent years. 

Colmer said, this raises the question 
of whether tung production in the U.S. 
can survive without governmental pro- 
tection, and in view of low production 
costs in the Argentine, “we doubt it 
can.” 

The Treasury Department also ad- 
vised Colmer that no evidence was 
found to support the suspicion that 
tung oil from Red China is entering 
the .U. S. by way of Argentina.
